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A Short Account of the Coinage of Rome

Such a clumsy, inconvenient form of money as this heavy copper standard 
could not be expected to last long with a people like the early Romans, who 
were expanding their borders and their commerce. 

The (ireek states and cities of South Italy and Sicily, as well as those of 
Asia Minor and Greece proper, had for centuries used silver money, the 
well-known Athenian tetradrachms having been minted as early as the 
sixth century B. C. 

The Romans were undoubtedly acquainted with this silver money and 
must have realized its convenience compared with their own clumsy copper. 
Whatever the reason, silver soon became a part of the Roman monetary 
system, and at the same time the weight of the As fell by more or less rapid 
gradations from 12 oz. to 2 oz. 

The reasons for this fall in weight and the time occupied by the change 
are vexed problems over which much ink has been spilled by many deep 
students of Roman numismatics, and to my mind no satisfactory solution 
has been found to either of these questions, so I do not propose to weary 
the reader with an argument on this matter. 

The facts, however, are plain. Silver became a part of the coinage and 
the weight of the copper was greatly reduced. These changes were well 
established at the time of the first exhausting war with Rome’s great rival, 
Carthage, in 264 B. C., and the weight of the copper no doubt continued 
to fall during this war.

The earliest Roman silver pieces are the so-called Romano-Campanian 
didrachms. These silver pieces are to my mind the most beautiful and 
artistic coins minted by the Romans and show a strong Carthaginian in- 
fiuence. Fig. 5 shows such a didrachm with the word ROMANO on the 
reverse. The head on the obverse is that of a woman with a Phrygian cap, 
and the reverse shows a Victory with palm resembling the Victory on the 
coins of Alexander the Great and his successors. Fig. 6 illustrates a similar 
coin with the head of Apollo on the obverse, and on the reverse a rearing 
horse, with the word “ROMA.” These didrachms are uncommon and 
should bring $5 to $15 at sales if in “very fine” condition.

The first silver coin struck in Rome itself is the well-known denarius, 
with the head of Roma personified as a woman wearing a winged helmet on 
the obverse and the sign of the denomination “X.” The reverse shows two 
horsemen with stars over their heads, called the Dioscuri, often referred to 
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as Castor and Pollux, or simply as the “Twins.” In the exergue of the 
obverse is the word “ROMA.” 

This coin, as the name “denarius” indicates, was intended to equal ten 
of the large copper Asses and was first issued in 268 B. C. There was also 
issued in silver at the same time a piece of half a denarius, called the 
“quinarius,” equal to five Ases, and with the mark of value “V,” and a 
third piece called the “sestertius,” with the mark “IIS,” equal in value to 
two and a half “Ases.” This “sestertius” is to be carefully distinguished 
from the great issue of large bronze during the Imperial period, which also 
were called “sestertii.” 

The collector will find when he progresses in studying and collecting the 
coins of the Roman Republic that by far the largest number of coins will 
be the so-called Consular or Family denarii. These silver coins are of the 
same value as the early denarii described above and of the same size and 
weight. A collection of these can be made showing hundreds of entirely 
different varieties, and there are over 170 different families represented. 

There is no branch of Roman numismatics which shows such a great 
variety of designs and such a high grade of artistic execution. The die 
cutters, or at least the die designers, for this series were evidently Greeks, 
and were probably Greek slaves, as it is well known that the Romans them- 
selves were not artistically inclined and employed slaves to do the greater 
part of any work requiring artistic ability. 

The earlier Republican denarii were of somewhat monotonous design, 
being very much alike. The design was a helmeted head of “ROMA” on 
the obverse and a chariot with two or four horses (biga and quadriga). 
In the last century of the Republic a great variety of subjects appears. 

The designs on these later denarii in general relate to two classes of 
subjects: (1) Religious and (2) historical or commemorative. These Re- 
publican denarii were issued by monetary officials, who were evidently ap- 
pointed yearly and apparently at times for shorter periods. The moneyer 
who was given the responsibility of striking the coins of the Republic during 
his term of office endeavored to show on the coins he struck something 
which referred to his family in some way, usually by reference to the deeds 
of some ancestor. Some of the allusions, of course, after this long lapse 
of time, are very difficult to determine, but many refer to well-known 
historical characters. The later issues of these denarii show portraits of 
the most prominent men of the time, such as Mark Antony, Pompey, Julius 
Caesar, etc. 



Fig. 7 illustrates a Republican denarius of odd design. On the obverse 
is the head of a very sad-looking individual, the Goddess “Pallor” (co- 
goddess with “Terror”) with a military trumpet behind her head. 

On the reverse the goddess Diana stands facing and holds a spear. To 
her right a stag. 

Inscription; L. HOSTILIVS . SASERNA, a coin of the Hostilia Family. 
Saserna is the surname. 



Fig. 8 is a Republican denarius with a likeness of Pompey the Great. On 
the obverse is the bare head of Pompey with a trident in front, typifying 
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sea power. (Pompey was noted for having subdued the pirates who had 
terrorized the whole Mediterranian region.) 

On the reverse is a galley under full sail, with a star above and inscrip- 
tion C . NASIDIVS. This Nasidius was the admiral in charge of Pompey’s 
fleet in Sicily (67-61 B. C.). The star is an emblem of glory referring to 
the triumph given Pompey on his return to Rome after his victories. 



A denarius of much historic interest issued during Julius Caesar’s dic- 
tatorship is that shown in Fig. 9. This coin was struck in the last year of 
Caesar’s life and has his laureate bust on the obverse with the inscription 
CAESAR . DICT . PERPETVO (i. e., Caesar, Perpetual Dictator). 

The reverse has a fasces and caduceus crossed, emblems of civil power 
and commerce; a globe, emblem of world dominion; a sacriflcial axe, em- 
blem of the Chief Priest (Pontifex Maximus) of the Roman Religion, and 
clasped hands as a sign of the concord existing between Caesar and the 
Roman Senate. 

The inscription is L . BVCA, the name of the moneyer. 

Here we have in a small coin almost a complete history of the time, 
symbolized in an artistic way, with a portrait of one of the world's greatest 
men.

An unusual and interesting denarius commemorating an ancient naval 
battle is that illustrated in Fig. 10. This is a coin of Mark Antony and 
bears his head on the obverse, with augurs wand (prototype of the crozier 
of the Catholic Church) behind his head. The reverse of this piece has the 
“rostrum” (beak or prow of a vessel), with the inscription CN . DOMI . 
AHENOBARBVS . IMP. (i. e., CNaeus DOMItius AHENOBARBUS IMPer- 
ator). The word “Imperator” does not mean Emperor, but is a title, like 
Commander-in-Chief. This AHENOBARBUS (i. e., “redbeard”) supported 
Antony against Octavian and was the victor in a naval battle in the year 
4 2 A. D. He later deserted the fortunes of Antony and went over to Octa- 
vian. He was the great-great-grandfather of the Emperor Nero, whose real 
name was L. Domitius Ahenobarbiis. 

Prices of the Republican denarii are not high considering their age and 
historical interest. Many of the varieties are rare, some extremely so. 

In the Miller sale (New York, 19 20) the average price for “uncirculat- 
ed” denarii was about $3.50, and for “extremely flue” condition about $2.50. 

An English dealer in 19 26 offered a collection of 681 all different Repub- 
lican denarii for £900. Of these, 150 were described as “Rarity 2” or 
rarer; 448 were “extremely fine” or “uncirculated.” 

In this Miller sale a denarius of Pompey the Great in “fine” condition 
brought $4.00. Another “V. fine” and rare brought $6.25. 

Of Brutus a rare and “extremely fine” denarius with reverse of “Plec- 
trum, lyre and branch” brought $22. There was an example of the ex- 
tremely rare and interesting “EID . MAR.” denarius of Brutus, commemo- 
rating the murder of Julius Caesar, which brought $140, which is the top 
price for a denarius in the U. S., so far as I know. It was also next to the 
high price in this large sale of over 2000 lots, the Sommer Island (Bermu- 
da) shilling and sixpence, which sold each for $190, being the only lots 
which brought a higher price. 
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The rare and interesting denarius of Antony and Cleopatra, with portrait 
busts of both rulers in “V. F.” condition, brought $75. 

These are of course stiff prices for rare coins in wonderful condition for 
the most part. A satisfactory collection of one hundred varieties of Re- 
publican denarii can be obtained for an average of not over $1.75 if the 
collector is satisfied with coins in strictly “fine” condition only. Each of 
these interesting coins has a story to tell and is a bit of history in itself, and 
the die cutting and design is, on the whole, much superior to that of the 
Imperial denarii. It is unfortunate that there is no book available for 
under $25, so far as I know, which is at all complete with reference to the 
“Family” denarii. Babelon’s “Monnaies de la Republique Romaine” (in 
French) is complete, but is hard to obtain and costs about $30. The same 
information is contained in one or more British Museum Catalogues, I be- 
lieve, but I have never seen a copy offered for sale. Stevenson’s large work 
(“A Dictionary of Roman Coins”) contains most of the necessary informa- 
tion, but it is scattered through a thousand-page book, and the book itself 
is out of print and cannot be obtained usually for under $25. A moderate 
priced reprint, in English, of Babelon’s work is badly needed.

MILL-( OIN DILL KILLED IN HOUSE ( OMMITTEE. 

On August 15 the House Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures 
voted to table the Administration’s bill providing for the coinage of one- 
mill and five-mill pieces. The committee voted 9 to 1 to table the bill, Rep- 
resentative White, of Idaho, being the only member of the committee to 
favor the proposed coins. It was contended by the chairman that the Su- 
preme Court would not uphold the Attorney-General’s opinion that the State 
tokens issued to facilitate the payment of sales taxes were illegal. 


NEW Jt;i NOTES TO SHOW U. S. SEAT. ON BAOKS. 

A new design for the backs of $1 notes is being printed by the Treasury 
Department. The obverse of the U. S. seal will appear on the front of the 
notes, while the back will bear the reverse of the seal. 

The reverse of the seal, used for the first time on money, shows an un- 
finished pyramid, surmounted by an eye in a triangular glory. The pyramid 
bears in Roman numerals the year of the Declaration of Independence. 
Above the eye is the Latin motto, “Annuit coeptis,” rendered as “He favor- 
ed our undertakings.’’ The motto at the bottom is “Noves ordo seclorum” 
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and is translated as “A new order of the ages.” The eye and the triangular 
glory symbolize an all-seeing Deity. The pyramid is the symbol of strength 
and its unfinished condition denotes the belief of the designers of the seal 
that there was still work to be done. 


MEDAL FOR THE NORMANDIE. 

A medal was issued commemorating the advent of the liner Normandie 
into the North Atlantic service a few weeks ago. It is of French origin, 
and the name of Jean Vernon as designer appears on the obverse. It is 
illustrated here through the courtesy of Shepard Pond, secretary of the 
Boston Numismatic Society. 




Specimens of the medal were given to invited guests by the high officials 
to the banquet given on board the liner as she approached New York on 
her initial trip. One of the guests was Dana Pond, a brother of Shepard 
Pond, a well-known portrait painter, who spends part of his time in Paris. 
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The Old Spanish Trail Half Dollar 

The Old Spanish Trail commemorative half dollars are expected to be 
ready for distribution about September 1. L. W. Hoffecker, chairman of the 
El Paso Museum Committee, a member of the A. N. A., who is in charge of 
the distribution of the coins, has furnished a photograph of the sculptor’s 
models for the coin and written the following letter giving the historical 
significance of the coin: 

“I am sending you photos taken from the plaster models of our Old 
Spanish Trail coin. The coin was designed by the writer. The finished 
drawing submitted to the Commission of Fine Arts was drawn by E. L. 
Boone, a local artist, and the plaster models were executed by Edmund J. 
Senn, a local sculptor of wide experience. 

“Being unable to obtain a portrait of Don Alvar Nunez Cabeza de Vaca, 
the Spanish explorer who first traversed this trail, we decided to use the 
head, or, rather, skull of a cow, as this is what the words “Cabeza de Vaca’’ 
signify. The favorite of the family legends dealt with the origin of their 
somewhat gross and ludicrous name. During the Reconquest the Christian 
host, thrusting the Moor slowly southward, reached the Sierra Morena, north 
of Seville. The Christians, finding the mountain passes held in strength, 
were about to retire discouraged, when a shepherd named Martin Alhaja 



offered to show the king a pass by which to cross the mountains unmolested 
and take the unbeliever in the rear. He had marked the entrance with a 
cow’s skull. By following this route the Spaniards gained the great battle 
of Las Navas de Tolosa on July 12, 1212, and humbled at last the Moham- 
medan power. King Sancho of Navarre rewarded the shepherd by en- 
nobling him and his descendants, and by changing his name from the lowly 
Alhaja, jewel, to the glorious Cowhead. 

“The greatest of these forefathers of the young Cabeza de Vaca, and the 
one whose example penetrated his life, was his paternal grandfather, Pedro 
de Vera. Cabeza de Vaca identified himself, in the narrative of his fortunes, 
as ‘grandson of Pedro de Vera, who conquered the Grand Canary.’ This 
reference was prompted, probably, not by pride of blood alone, biit by the 
sense that his own achievement might worthily match the stories he had 
heard in boyhood from his grandfather’s lips. 

“Anyone interested in a complete history of this explorer should read 
‘The Oddyssey of Cabeza de Vaca,’ by Morris Bishop. This is conceded to 
be the most complete account of this explorer’s trek over what is now 
known as the Old Spanish Trail, he being the first white man to visit this 
valley. 

“I am also enclosing a copy of the history we gave Congress when pre- 
senting our bill.’’ 

The favorable report of the Committee of Banking and Currency of the 
Senate contained the following historical facts: 
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The expedition of Pantile de Narvaez to the North American Continent 
has been the source of considerable historical speculation. He sailed from 
Spain in June 1527, with 5 ships and some 700 men. The winter of 1527-28 
was spent in West Indian waters, where storm and disease reduced the ex- 
pedition to 4 00 men and 80 horses. In the spring of 1528 De Narvaez 
divided his forces, the greater portion of the expedition disembarked and 
under the leadership proceeded to explore the interior of the country. 

De Narvaez experienced many hardships on this journey. Food was 
scarce, the Indians unfriendly, the land marshy and heavily wooded, offer- 
ing small means of sustenance. Horses were killed for food and the skins 
used for fresh-water bags to make possible a sea voyage. The remnant of 
the expedition put out to sea and sailed in rude boats along the shores of 
the present States of Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and Texas. 
Food and water failing, the expedition landed to search for the means of 
subsistence. At sea many had died from privation and on land others were 
killed by the Indians. 

According to the best information obtainable, all the rude barges were 
lost at sea or wrecked on the coast. Only 80 men survived and these came 
together on an island off the coast of Texas in November 15 28. Death from 
various causes and slavery among the Indians separated and reduced the 
number of survivors during the succeeding 6 years to four Spaniards and 
a Negro. 

Alvar Nunez Cabeza de Vaca, treasurer of the De Narvaez expedition, was 
one of these five survivors, and for the most part we are indebted to him 
for the recorded story of the expedition and the adventures of the few who 
were eventually to reach the Spanish settlements of New Spain. The 
authenticity of the account of the expedition, the hardships endured, and 
the fact that these finally reached the settlements in the spring of 1536 
have never been questioned. 

During the first winter after reaching the Texas coast the surviving 
Spaniards were parceled out among the Indians as slaves. Cabeza de Vaca 
began early to plan escape but. according to his narrative, delayed 6 years 
in the hope he might take with him his friend Lope de Oviedo. 

Late in the year 1534 all details were worked out for the escape and De 
Vaca with two friends and the Negro, all being survivors of the original 
De Narvaez expedition, made their way, with the help of friendly Indians 
whom they encountered, from an island — now generally believed to have 
been Galveston Island — across the continent to the settlements of New 
Spain. Some of our most eminent historians lay the route of Cabeza de 
Vaca through the present city of Alpine, Tex., and through the big bend 
country of the Rio Grande. 

Cabeza de Vaca was the first European to traverse this great wilderness 
and we believe his expedition should be fittingly commemorated by the is- 
suance of the special coin provided by the bill under consideration. 

Assurance was given at the hearing that the museum committee will guar- 
antee the entire issue and no coins will be returned to the Treasury. 

Representative R. Ewing Thomason, of Texas, author of the bill, appeared 
before the committee and gave the members historical data in reference to 
the Old Spanish Trail as well as assured the committee there would be no 
expense to the Government if the bill was enacted into law.

TAX TOKENS NOT MONEY IN UEtiAL SENSE. 

The Treasury Department evidenced concern over the recent issuance of 
tokens by the various States and has intimated that this is a violation of 
the constitutional provision that “no State shall coin money, etc.” Accord- 
ingly, the department requested the minting of mill and half-cent coins to 
replace tokens. On the strength of this one State cancelled a large order. 

Careful examination of this question throws a reasonable doubt on the 
Treasury’s claim. Money is a most elusive substance when it comes to 
definition. Tax tokens are not money any more than any other token, check 
or card, thousands of varieties of which are in daily use. Tax tokens are 
not legal tender in quantity for goods, but they are demanded in addition 
to money to complete a purchase. They are receivable by a taxing authori- 
ty, or by an individual for the account of that authority. 

It is very doubtful if tax tokens are being used to pay for goods. It is 
hardly conceivable that a customer will tender one-hundred li/^-mill tokens 
in payment for a quart of milk in the State of Illinois! The average mer- 
chant likes cash well enough to insist on coin, and most Americans prefer 
dimes and nickels to aluminum tokens. 

Again, if tax tokens are a violation of the Constitution, it would seem 
that all other tokens would be illegal also, even those issued by private 
corporations. Should a State be deprived of a privilege enjoyed by saloons, 
bridges and transit companies? The many tokens of 6V^c. and TVaC. values 
now used do not compete with coins. It is merely advantageous for certain 
parties to use metal in place of cardboard to settle for certain services per- 
formed in restricted areas. 

Furthermore, we read that Government officials have submitted designs 
for the proposed coinage. We call attention to the fact that it is Adminis- 
tration policy to create employment, and therefore it would be well if the 
Treasury would allow the privilege of coin-designing to revert back to the 
open competition of the artists as in former years. 

It is well that the House opposes the new coinage. Let us have done 
with Administrative tampering that assumes the pettiness of the banker 
who sorts a thousand coppers to return the Canadian cent on the grounds 
that foreign coin is not receivable!

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Action to Save Commemorative Coins 

An effort was made in the early part of August by the numismatic or- 
ganizations in the New York City district to prevent passage in the House 
of Representatives of the bill to substitute medals for coins commemorating 
historical events. The bill passed the Senate on July 29 and is now before 
the Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures of the House. The effort 
consisted of a letter signed by representatives of five numismatic clubs, 
addressed to Chairman Somers, of the committee. The letter is as follows: 

Aug. 7, 1935. 

Hon. Andrew L. Somers, Chairman, 

Committee on Coinage, Weights and Measures, 

House of Representatives, Washington, D. C. 

Dear Sir: We beg to refer to bill S. 3086, entitled “An Act to provide for 
the striking of medals, in lieu of coins, for commemorative purposes,” which 
bill passed the Senate July 29th (calendar day July 30th), 1935. 

We respectfully beg to submit that your Committee do not recommend 
the passage of this bill for the following reasons: 

First — By the passage of the bill the issue of further commemorative 
coins by the U. S. Government would be entirely prohibited, which would 
be most unfortunate on the following grounds: 

a. The issuing of commemorative coins has been exercised by sovereign 
powers for centuries, in fact, starting in the time of the Roman empire, so 
that there is ample historical precedent for such coinages. 

b. Commemorative coins celebrate important historical events, present 
history in a brief and compact form to the people, stimulate an interest in 
history and the glories of the past, and help to make a people conscious 
and proud of the achievements of its history. 

c. Foreign governments are not averse to the celebration of historical 
events by commemorative coins, as instances of which fact we might mention, 
that within a few months Belgium has issued 50-franc pieces commemo- 
rating the centennial of its railways, and Austria a two-schilling piece com- 
memorating the 25th anniversary of the death of the famous Mayor of 
Vienna, Dr. Lueger. Of course many other instances of recent foreign 
commemorative issues could be cited. 

Certainly the United States should not prohibit a practice approved among 
other great nations. 

d. The frequency of recent commemorative issues has resulted in a great- 
ly increased interest in historical studies and has provided a splendid leisure 
pursuit, because the collecting of these issues has been very popular and 
has greatly increased the number of coin collectors. 

e. Commemorative issues as distributed through commissions authorized 
by bills of Congress, and sold at a price advance over face, have been helpful 
in meeting expenses of worthy important historical celebrations. 

f. The Government would lose considerable seignorage profits, because 
commemorative coins are never presented for redemption. 

g. Commemorative coins have been a stimulus to art and given artists 
an opportunity to present their work to the public. 

h. The U. S. Government has not hesitated to issue commemorative post- 
age stamps upon many occasions and in large quantities within recent 
years, and coin collectors feel that they should not be discriminated against 
or that their science of numismatics should be less encouraged than the 
science and hobby of philately, or stamp collecting. 

Second — The issuing of commemorative medals in place of commemora- 
tive coins would be a most inadequate substitute, because the collecting of 
medals has never been popular, and their distribution would be an absolute 
financial failure. For instance the Norse-American medal, issued in place 
of a coin, has never been popular among the public and has not met with 
as much demand as have commemorative coin issues. 

Third — As regards confusion arising from special issues of commemora- 
tive coins, this is hardly a fact, because commemorative coins are issued 
at a premium, are saved by those who purchase them either in coin collec- 
tions or as souvenirs, and do not go into general circulation. 

Fourth — As regards the counterfeiting of commemorative pieces, occur- 
rences have been most infrequent, and there is a minimum of danger of 
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such counterfeiting as compared to the counterfeiting of regular issues, for 
the reason that commemorative issues are not of general use, do not go into 
general circulation, and therefore by their own limitations offer a very 
poor field to the counterfeiter. 

Fifth — If it is the intention of the bill to authorize the issue of medals in 
general and merely to restrict the issue of commemorative coins we re- 
spectfully suggest that the purpose of the bill could be preserved by chang- 
ing line 10 of the act as published in the Congressional Record, and which 
now reads 

“and to discontinue the striking of such coins,” so as to read instead 

“and to restrict the striking of such coins to the commemoration of events 
of great national historical importance, specifically authorized by Congress.” 

This amendment would result at least in not entirely prohibiting com- 
memorative coins, but would prevent their promiscuous issue for the cele- 
bration of merely local events. 

Sixth — In submitting this protest on the proposed bill to your Committee, 
the undersigned represent all the coin collectors’ and dealers’ interests in 
the metropolitan area of New York City, and we feel certain that we have 
fully set forth the opinion of all the coin collectors, dealers and numismatic 
organizations throughout the country, numbering several thousand mem- 
bers and forty organizations. The only reason you have not heard from 
other organizations such as ours is that the passage of the above bill in the 
Senate is not known to our fellow numismatists, and insufficient time has 
been given for similar protests to reach your Committee from other parts 
of the country. 

If the presence of some of our representative members is desired before 
your Committee, for a further and more detailed hearing, we should be 
pleased to arrange for personal attendance of our members, even if it would 
require a considerable sacrifice of personal time and expense.

The bill to substitute issues of medals for coins for commemorative pur- 
poses, which has passed the Senate, reads as follows: 

A BILL to provide for the striking of medals, in lieu of coins, for commemo- 
rative purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in order to promote uniform- 
ity in the designs of the various coins of the United States, to facilitate their 
proper use as circulating media, to enable counterfeit pieces to be readily 
detected, and to avoid the confusion which arises from special issues of 
commemorative coins, it is declared to be the policy of the United States to 
authorize the striking of commemorative medals in lieu of commemorative 
coins and to discontinue the striking of such coins. This section shall not 
be construed to prohibit the coinage and issuance of commemorative coins 
heretofore authorized by law. 

Sec. 2. The Director of the Mint shall enter into contracts subject to such 
terms and conditions as the Director shall prescribe, with the approval of 
the Secretary of the Treasury, for the striking and furnishing of such com- 
memorative medals as may be authorized from time to time by law. The 
striking and furnishing of medals pursuant to this section shall be subject 
to the provisions of section 3551 of the Revised Statutes, except that the 
dies necessary for the preparation of such medals may be prepared at the 
Mint, with the machinery and apparatus thereof, from suitable models sub- 
mitted to the Director of the Mint. The Director of the Mint shall cause 
such medals to be struck and furnished at not less than the estimated cost 
of manufacture, including labor, materials, dies, use of machinery, and over- 
head expenses; and security satisfactory to the Director of the Mint shall 
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be furnished to indemnify the United States for the full payment of such 
cost. 

The report of the Senate Committee on Banking and Currency read as 
follows: 

The Committee on Banking and Currency, to whom was referred the bill 
to provide for the striking of medals, in lieu of coins, for commemorative 
purposes, having considered the same, report the same to the Senate without 
amendment and recommend that the bill do pass. 

In accord with the recommendation of the Treasury Department, the Con- 
gress had for a number of years prior to 1933 been persuaded that a restric- 
tive policy should be adopted with respect to the issuance of commemorative 
coins. During the Seventy-third Congress, however, and the earlier part of 
the present session of Congress, numerous bills providing for the issuance 
of commemorative coins have been enacted despite protests by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. 

The present bill was drafted by the Treasury Department and its passage 
recommended by the President in a letter addressed to the chairman of this 
committee under date of June 17, 1935, which letter is reproduced herewith: 

The White House, 
\Vashington, June 17, 1935. 

Hon. Duncan U. Fletcher, 

Chairman Committee on Banking and Currency, 

United States Senate, Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Mr. Chairman: Bills are being introduced in Congress with in- 
creasing frequency authorizing the minting of coins commemorating events, 
many of which are of no more than local significance. During the 10-year 
period from 1920 to 1930, 15 issues of 50-cent pieces of special design were 
authorized to be coined to commemorate historical events, an average of 1 
issue every 8 months. The aggregate amount of the coins authorized to be 
struck was over 13,000,000. 

On April 20, 1930, the President, at the instance of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, which has long been opposed to the issuance of commemorative coins, 
vetoed H. R. 2029, “An act to authorize the coinage of silver 50-cent pieces 
in commemoration of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the Gadsden Purchase.’^ 
The veto of this measure had the effect of discouraging for a time the enact- 
ment of legislation of this nature, and no new commemorative coins were 
authorized until 19 33. Since that date nine issues of such coins have been 
authorized, an average of one issue every 3 and a fraction months, notwith- 
standing the fact that in each case the Treasury Department reported ad- 
versely on the bill. The aggregate amount of the coins authorized to be 
struck was almost 3,000,000. At the present time there are many bills and 
proposals of a similar nature pending in Congress. 

The rate at which new issues of commemorative coins have been author- 
ized since 193 2 has increased twofold over the 10-year period between 19 20 
and 19 30. These coins do not have a wide circulation as a medium of ex- 
change, and. because of the multiplicity of designs arising from the issuance 
of such coins, they jeopardize the integrity of our coins and cause confu- 
sion. Accordingly, I think the practice of striking special coins in com- 
memoration of historical events and permitting the sponsoring organizations 
to sell them at a profit is a misuse of our coinage system, which is assum- 
ing increasingly dangerous proportions. 

The Congress recognized the wisdom of maintaining uniformity in the 
designs of the various coins of the United States by providing in section 
3510 of the Revised Statutes that — “* * ♦ no change in the design or 

die of any coin shall be made oftener than once in 25 years from and in- 
cluding the year of the first adoption of the design, model, die, or hub for 
the same coin: * * 

It seems to me that historical events could be very suitably and properly 
commemorated through the striking by the Government of medals in lieu 
of coins. These medals could be struck and furnished at not less than the 
estimated cost of their manufacture by the Bureau of the Mint, since this 
function is now carried on to a limited extent by such Bureau and clearly 
falls within its province. 

By the substitution of appropriate commemorative medals for special 50- 
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cent pieces much is to be gained. The size of the medals can be made larger 
than 50-cent pieces, thus providing for more suitable inscriptions and more 
artistic commemorative designs. It is my thought that sculptors and artists 
will be encouraged thereby to raise the standards of medal making in the 
United States. 

Under the present system of seeking to obtain special legislation of com- 
memorative coins, many anniversaries commemorating local historical events 
are under a serious handicap. The new proposal for the striking off of 
suitable medals will, I believe, encourage the adequate observance of these 
anniversaries. 

There is transmitted herewith a proposed bill drafted by the Treasury 
Department which is designed to carry out this proposal.

There is also reproduced herewith a copy of a letter similar to those custo- 
marily received from the Secretary of the Treasury on commemorative coin- 
age bills in response to this committee’s request for reports thereon setting 
forth the views of the Treasury Department on such commemorative coin 
issues.

Dear Mr. Chairman: Receipt is acknowledged of your letter of January 
19, 1935, transmitting for comment S. 1178, a bill authorizing the coinage 
of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the three hundredth anniversary of 
the founding of the city of Providence, R. I. 

This bill raises for consideration a question which has of late become a 
matter of some concern. The growing desire to issue commemorative coins 
has led to a multiplicity of designs, which constitute a source of confusion 
in our coinage system. The policy of the Government has been to issue as 
few coins as possible, for the purpose of familiarizing the public with genu- 
ine coins. In pursuance of its duty to maintain the integrity of the coinage, 
the Treasury has adopted a policy of reducing the number of designs to a 
minimum. Congress has recognized the soundness of this policy by enacting 
Revised Statutes 3510 (U. S. C., title 31, sec. 276) which provides as 
follows: 

“♦ * * no change in the design or die of any coin shall be made oftener 

than once in 25 years from and including the year of the first adoption of 
the design, model, die, or hub for the same coin * * 

Notwithstanding this statutory provision Congress, during the past 18 
years, has authorized the coinage of 21 issues of commemorative 50-cent 
pieces, or an average of more than one each year. Four such issues were 
authorized by the Seventy-third Congress. 

The practice of issuing special commemorative coins which are sold to 
the public above their face value to provide revenue for projects and cele- 
brations other than events of national importance is rapidly growing and is 
unwise. Such coins do not serve generally as a circulating medium, though 
this is the primary and only legitimate function of coins. Experience has 
shown that the issuance of commemorative coins to be sold at a profit seldom 
raises the necessary or hoped-for revenue. Furthermore, in such cases the 
Government must bear the additional wasteful expense of reminting the 
coins returned as unsalable. 

For your information on this point, a table is enclosed showing the num- 
ber of 50-cent pieces authorized, minted, and returned to the mints as un- 
salable during the past 19 years. 

In view of the growing demand for these special coins commemorating 
a wide variety of events, the line of restriction must be drawn somewhere, 
and the Treasury feels that the issuance of special coins should be restricted 
to events of great national historical importance and should not be extend- 
ed to events of merely local interest. 

Accordingly the Department recommends against the passage of this bill.

It was regularly moved, seconded and passed, to ratify the action of the 
secretary on this proposition, and he was authorized to take any further 
action which the situation might require. 

The chairman of the executive committee suggested as topics for the next 
meeting, “Modern British Colonies” and “$2V2 Gold Pieces,” which subjects 
under the head of new business were voted as topics for the next meeting. 

The chairman of the executive committee, as head of the committee on 
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metropolitan meeting, reported progress, especially that an announcement 
to be published in the September Numismatist, had been forwarded to its 
editor. 


BRONX COIN CHUB — Twenty-third meeting, July 25, President Sghia 
presiding. Twenty-one members and five guests were present. 

A well-written paper, entitled “The Commemorative Coinage of Austria,” 
prepared by Mr. Bullowa, who was away on a vacation trip to the West In- 
dies, was read by Mr. Knobloch. The second paper read was entitled “Victor 
David Brenner,” and was written and illustrated by Mr. Werner. Mr. Stein 
also read an interesting paper on the territorial quarter eagles, a subject 
which was covered very well, though the members present were quite sur- 
prised when they learned that Mr. Stein’s topic was not ancient coins. Ris- 
ing votes of thanks were accorded Messrs. Bullowa, Werner and Stein for 
their efforts. Mr. Knobloch then read an amusing poem on the subject of 
coins. 

Inasmuch as one of the topics of the evening was “The Medals of Victor 
D. Brenner,” Samuel Brenner, his brother, was present as guest of Mr. Kort- 
john. Upon being asked to say a few words, Mr. Brenner told some stories 
about his brother and his work. 

Part of the correspondence of the evening was in connection with the 
failure of the city of Hudson, both through its Mayor and through the First 
National Bank and Trust Company, to supply the Bronx Coin Club with 
Hudson sesquicentennial half dollars. The secretary first wrote to the Mayor 
on July 2nd, and on July 10th received a letter stating that the entire issue 
had been absorbed by the public. Furthermore, on July 12th, his certified 
check was returned by the bank at Hudson with the notation that the coins 
were delivered by the mint on June 28th, and that on July 2nd the supply 
was depleted. Their excuse was that reservations had been accepted since 
the first part of May. The inequalities of the present system of distribution 
of commemorative coins were discussed, and Mr. Kortjohn was asked what 
his plans were in respect to the paper he read at the June meeting. He ad- 
vised that he planned to bring it before the A. N. A. convention after making 
revisions to take into consideration the unfair methods brought about by 
the present distribution system. 

The applications of Hugh Kelly and Joseph Scotti, having been approved 
by the membership committee, were voted upon and they were unanimously 
elected to membership. The application of Mark S. Polak was presented 
and will be acted upon at the August meeting.

Mr. Marsden; Four three-inch medals of Presidents of the United States 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint, and three smaller ones.

After the exhibit Mr. Kortjohn read a special paper concerning the evils 
existing in the present method of distribution of commemorative half dol- 
lars and suggesting a number of remedies which might clear up the situa- 
tion somewhat.

First — The present system of distributing commemorative coins lends 
itself admirably to profiteering on the part of the organization issuing the 
pieces or the dealers who may offer them for resale, at the expense of the 
collecting fraternity. 

Second — Original high prices are discouraging new collectors from start- 
ing this important series and causing others to abandon it. 

Third — Events are being commemorated which have little or no import- 
ance on our national history. 

Fourth — Artistically, several of the new pieces leave much to be desired. 

No action was taken on the matter as it was expected that the subject 
would be brought before the A. N. A. Convention in August. 

Mr. Guttag distributed specimens of the new Hudson commemorative half 
dollars to members present at $1 each.
